Industries of Bracken Co. 

Although Bracken Coun¬ 
ty is essentially an agricultural 
county, producing large crops 
of fine tobacco, com, wheat 
and other grains, as well as 
important hay crops, it also 
boasts of several other indus¬ 
tries. 

From time to time the 
county has had small factories 
which manufactured various 
articles, but these have passed 
out of existence. However at 
present Augusta boasts of two 
fine, modem factories. The 
shoe factory produces work 
for about two hundred persons 
and at present a new addition is 
being built which will require 
the services of about two hun¬ 
dred more persons. It is well 
equipped with modem machin¬ 
ery and makes a good grade of 
shoes which are shipped to all 
parts of the United States. Au¬ 
gusta also has a large buckle 
factory which has been in ex¬ 
istence for a number of years 
and which also provides work 
for quite a few people. 

The county also has three 
large lumber companies. The 
Brooksville Lumber Mill of 
which Garrett Jett is the pro¬ 
prietor, and the G. W. Mon- 
eyhon Co. of Augusta carry a 
large stock of building mate¬ 
rial and enjoy the confidence

ers. In the western part of the 
county, at Bradford, Romie 
Weisbrodt also conducts a fine 
lumber business and carries 
a complete stock of building 
materials.

GRAVITY, OCCULT FORCES, 

AND THE MYSTERY OF SPIRIT 

The idea that Newton diseovered gravity after being 
stmek by a falling apple is doubtful. Newton had a 
lifelong interest in alehemy, magie, and oeeult forees, and 
his theory of gravity may have been inspired by the idea of 
oeeult forees, i.e., the idea that objeets ean have an effeet on 
other objeets without touehing them. Gravity is essentially 
aetion at a distanee. The earth doesn't have to toueh the 
moon in order to exert a gravitational pull on it. This may 
seem obvious to us now, but there is still something deeply 
mysterious about how objeets affeet other objeets without 
aetually touehing them. How does gravity or magnetism 
work, unless the spaee between objeets is a kind of fluid (or 
ether) in whieh they are aetually eonneeted? Or, is spaee 
itself a kind of fluid rather than an empty vaeuum? Minds 
are equally mysterious. Minds seem to be in eontaet with 
other minds, for instanee when we sense what someone 
is going to say or how they feel. Perhaps the universe is, 
at bottom, more spirit than matter. And perhaps some are 
more in tune with the eosmie fluid, the spiritual oeean, 
as it were, in whieh all of us are swimming, whether we 
know it or not.

Oct. 1. The limit is adjusted 
annually based on the “Prices 
Paid to Farmers Index”, 
compiled by the National 
Agricultural Statistics 

Service (NASS). 

“Raising the guaranteed 
loan limit will allow FSA 
to better meet the financial 
needs of producers across 
the Commonwealth,” said 
McCauley. 

FSA guaranteed loans 
allow lenders to provide 
agricultural credit to farmers 
who do not meet the lender's 
normal underwriting criteria. 
Farmers and ranchers apply 
for a guaranteed loan through 
a commercial lender, and 
the lender arranges for the 
guarantee. FSA can guarantee 
up to 95 percent of the loss 
of principal and interest on a 
loan. Guaranteed loans can be 
used for both farm ownership 
and operating purposes.

USDA Issues 
Conservation Reserve 
Program Rental Payments, 
Direct Payments and 
ACRE Payments 
Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack announced that 
USDA has begun distributing 
Conservation Reserve 

Program (CRP) annual rental 
payments to participants 
across the country. USDA 
also will distribute 2013 
direct payments and 2012 
Average Crop Revenue 
Election (ACRE) program 
payments beginning Oct. 


24. Payments originally 
were scheduled to be issued 
earlier in the month, but were 
delayed by several weeks 
due to the lapse in Federal 
funding. 

“Farmers, ranchers and 
rural landowners across the 
country count on USDA 
programs and the payment 
delays due to the shutdown 
were an unnecessary burden,” 
Vilsack said. “USDA has 
prioritized making these 
scheduled payments without 
any further delay and Farm 
Service Agency staff have 
worked hard to get this 
assistance out the door as 
quickly as possible.” 

Producers will receive 
payments on almost 700,000 
C^ contracts on 390,000 
farms covering 26.8 million 
acres. In exchange for a yearly 
rental payment provided by 
USDA on contracts ranging 
from 10 to 15 years, farmers 
and ranchers enrolled 
in CRP agree to remove 
environmentally sensitive 
land from agricultural 
production and plant grasses 
or trees that will improve 
water quality and improve 
waterfowl and wildlife 
habitat. CRP reduced runoff 
and leaching of nitrogen and 
phosphorus into waterways 
by an estimated 605 million 
pounds and 121 million 
pounds, respectively, in 2012, 
and soil erosion reductions 
totaling 308 million tons in 
2012. 

Direct payments for 
2013 for the DCP and ACRE 
programs are being made to 
the more than 1.7 million 
farms enrolled in the Farm 
Service Agency’s programs. 
Producers with base acres 
of certain commodities are 
eligible for DCP payments. 
ACRE payments for 2012- 
crop barley, corn, grain 
sorghum, lentils, oats, 
peanuts, dry peas, soybeans, 
and wheat are scheduled to 
be released beginning Oct. 24 
and contingent upon national 
average market prices and 
yields in each state. ACRE

Streams in Licking River 
drainage, Eagle Creek 
and Kentucky River 
receive stockings of 
largemouth bass 

Excess largemouth bass 
production at the Minor Clark 
Fish Hatchery in Morehead 
will benefit stream anglers 
in central and north-central 
Kentucky. 

“We had some leftover 
fish from the largemouth 
bass stocking initiative,” ex¬ 
plained David Baker, stream 
biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We 
wanted to do something to 
try to help some streams. So 
we stocked roughly 31,000 
excess 5-inch advanced fin- 
gerling largemouth bass.” 

The statewide size limit 
on largemouth bass is 12 
inches. 

Stoner Creek in Bour¬ 
bon County, the South Fork 
of Licking River in Harrison 
County and the main Licking 
River in Harrison, Nicholas 
and Robertson counties all 
received largemouth bass 
stockings in early October. 
Eagle Creek in Scott, Grant 
and Owen counties also re¬ 
ceived largemouth bass, in 
addition to Pool 4 and Pool 9 
on the Kentucky River. 

Baker and crew stocked 
500 largemouth bass each at 
two locations along Stoner 
Creek in Bourbon County. 


They placed 500 largemouth 
bass each at four places on the 
South Fork of Licking River: 
the Lair Ramp, the Terry Dam 
Ramp, also known as Airport 
Road Ramp, the Cynthiana 
Ramp and the Robinson Dam 
Ramp. All these locations are 
in Harrison County. 

The main Licking River 
received 5,000 largemouth 
bass apiece at the Clay Wild¬ 
life Management Area Ramp 
in Nicholas County, the Blue 
Licks Battlefield State Resort 
Park Ramp and the Claysville 
Ramp in Robertson County. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life stocked 500 largemouth 
bass on Eagle Creek at the 
Sadieville Ramp in Scott 
County, at the Petitt Pike Ford 
in Grant County and at the 
Sparta City Park carry down 
access in Owen County. Pool 
4 of the Kentucky River got 
5,500 largemouth bass at the 
Benson Creek Boat Ramp 
in Frankfort while Pool 9 
received the same amount 
of largemouth bass at the 
Boonesborough State Park 
Boat Ramp. 

Baker said the stockings 
targeted the impounded ar¬ 
eas and slower moving sec¬ 
tions of these streams and 
rivers. “Those areas make 
the best stream largemouth 
bass habitat,” he said. “These 
stockings should help offset 
what looks like a poor repro¬ 
duction year from the wet 
spring and summer. With 
hope, these stockings will 
result better largemouth bass 
fishing in these areas in the 
future.”

The Region 5 Class A 
Cross Country Champion¬ 
ship was held at Lykins Park 
in Winchester Kentucky this 
past Saturday. Coming off 
a season where the Panthers 
sent two runners to the state 
championship, they were 
looking to once again have 
runners qualify to represent 
the team in Lexington. 

Augusta ran the course 
at Lykins Park in their final 
meet of the season in the 
Run for the Water Barrel 
contest. “I think if pos¬ 
sible, it’s always beneficial 
to run a course where the 
big meets are held like re¬ 
gion and state,” Coach Tim 
Litteral said. “We didn’t 
initially have any regular

The Panthers were led by 
sophomore Camryn Snapp.

From 
there, he settled into fourth, 
extending the lead a little at 
a time, ultimately finishing 
11 seconds ahead of the fifth 
place finisher.
